Although claims are understandable, claims 2-3, 5, 11, 14-16, 20, 25 are 
objected to because of the following informalities: Is "an outer front wall" set forth in 
claims 2 and 15 and "an inner front wall" set forth in claim 1 1 part of "a front wall" set 
forth in claim 1? In claims 3 and 16, "the clamping lever" should be -the at least one 
clamping lever-. In clam 5, "the knife support element" lacks positive antecedent basis. 
Claims 14 and 25 are insufficiently clear whether it is directed to a collection element or 
a rotary microtome. While the preamble merely states a collection element, the body of 
the claim sets forth a combination of collection element attached to a rotary microtome. 
In clam 20, "the inner front wall" lacks positive antecedent basis. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD.
